PALERMO, SICILY, Oct. 4.—Thou- 
sands of armed men have invaded the 
large estates of a most the entire is- 
land, whch is still held in practically 
feudal conditions by the barons These 
absentee landlords, wiose properties, 
though not well cultivated, usually 
ye d immense profits, spend most of 
the'r time in Rome, Par's and Madrid. 

Picturesque scenes were enacted, es- 
pecially at Alcoma, where peasants 
marched, waving the national flag, 
bearing relig'ous standards and sing- 
ing popular songs. There were leaders
